wunder ofheauenfo2 beauty, might not diſgrace the dig⸗ 
nities ot this goꝛgious Damoſell. Rome ſwelling with 
the pride ofthis matchles Airgin, whole thoughts were 
moꝛe humble then her face beautifull: and yet the Pain- 
ters of that time teared tu attempt hit poꝛtraiture, as fin- 
ding the perfection ol nature to exterde the pꝛapoꝛtion of 
Art, made her the Piſtreſle of their veſtals , as one that 
counted tant ie as vnſit foꝛ a maide, as Alexander co war: 
dize fo2 aſouldier. Cupid ſitting on his mothers knee by 
the fount of Alcydalion, ſeinghowe Terentia enimie to 
his amozous Philoſophie,ſer loue at ſolight e creme, ind 
for acharme againſt > 4p inchauntments,caried 
the euer burning fire of Velta| in herbyeft, claſping his 
mother wantonly about thenecke he began thus to pꝛat⸗ 
tle, Seeing mocher we haue lett the places ofour accuſto 
med reſidtte, to auoyd the troups of ſuch ſutoꝛs as only 
end their loues with their liues, x haue ſoln to the ſecret 
fofit here a while to be ſolitary to weare away the time 
with ſome cbceited chat, I p2ay you tell mee whereofare 
womts hearts made : aſke the queſtiũ mother fo that A 
find the diſtinctiõ ot theirfances like thedifferWexof their 
faces, which as they bee diſtinguicht in pꝛopo , lo

that did wound & heale,my ſhaftes mother are of ſundzy 
mettels, the ſtrongeſt ol them al wil Jaime at Terentiz, 
and if my foꝛtune kaile me not J will change her fo 
to ſighes and her chaſt pꝛayers to amozous paſſions. An 
with that leaping from his mothers lappe hee bent his 
bowe ſhott an arrowe and hit Terentia on the heart, but 
it was ot ſuch pꝛoofe as the boult rebounded and bꝛake 
into a thouſand ſhiuers. At this Cupid ſcoʒned ſeeing his 
deit ie counterchect with ſuch conſtant chaſtitte r Venus 
ſmiled ſeing her ſonne in ſuch a rage: which ſa increaſed 
his choller that he diſcharged all his arrowes at randon, 
careleſſe of his aime ſo he might any way reuenge , A- 
mongk the reſt young Lentulus a Romaine Cauaherzvn- 
der whoſe conduct the conſul ſent many legions to make 
war againſt the Parthians, was one of thoſe vnfoztunate 
men that Cupid had bzuſed with his arrowes, Foz ha- 
ning fought a let battel # bought the victozie with great 
loſſe, freſh ſupplies were ſent him from Rome, Lentulus 
welcoming his new come ſoldiers , demanded what 
newes: after they had made repoꝛt ot the ate of thecom: 
mon wealth, they / then as a thing miraculous and ſuper 
— —— to ou! the ercellencie — — 
ing out her gloꝛies with ſuch Emphaticall d | 
ths Lentulns leaning his head on his hand became a wil- 
ling andito2 to ſuch pleaſant phtloſophie.Smiling thus 
in the ouerſweete potions that Loue had tempered like 
Circes to bewitch the warie and warrelike Vyſſes, 
hee cauſedhis Souldiers with often repetitions of Te- 
tentlas beantietograft it in the ſpnites,of his newe in⸗ 
terteined fancies, In the day his heade was troublen 


b with thoughts of Terentia: in the night conccit —— 
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the diſtbs of Terencia,UAhere before he laide plots how to 
circumment the Patthians;now he deviſed how to-c6paſſe 
his paſſions: Loue wiſht him to make light eſteem ot war, 
but growing to be careleſſe,he gaue his enimies occaſion 
of incouragemec.Being thus perplexed with vnacquainz 
ted fies,he began thus ſouldier-like to debate with him- 
ſeife, Hauenot the auncient Romames whoſe Fatueg'® tra 
phees hath filled che woꝛld with wonder of their Chinal- 
ry aimde the end of their honours to conlift in arms aue 
they not fetcht Fame from the heauens with their — 
and bound hir to their toꝛtunes with circumſcri 
bloud:haue not their lances pierſt᷑ obliuion to t — 
and their marttal deens regeſtred thetr names in the cro⸗ 
nicles of memoꝛy and pet Lentulus doſt thou make light 
eſterme ol war, whoſe very frownes arehonoz; # whoſe 
fauo2s immoztal glozies:, Bluſh at thy thonghts that are 
fo baſe,+ weepe with Czſarthat thou hadſt not done mũ⸗ 
ders with Alexander, Thou att elecced by the Conſuls as! 
a choiſe man of Rome, as High p2iſed fo2 thy valour, as 
thy parentage, and pet thy mother was ol the great Ac. 
milij: Chou art ſent againſt the Pauhians,a Nation mar 
like and reſolute , either to challenge thy graue with thy 
ſwoꝛd 02 catue out their tombes with thy Courtelar, Dx 
reſt thou then Lentulus amidſt choſe 


of a ſouldiet admit the leaſt paſſion of a louer ꝛchal thy 
licies tos little fo the Parthiãs be imployed in purch 
Terentiat No Lenculus dzaw thyfauchion, bꝛandiſh it 
ainſt Rome x if Loue look but ouer the walles menace 
hr with th Mar rial weapons: and yet Lenrulusbe not 
ical as to reiect ſuch a mightie Deitie.

mpey hach his oo eee 
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haue toned, and ſo will N. Hauing thus viſcourſed with 
himtelle; his hope of the loues dzaue ſirch an inuin cible 
courage into his minde that he paſt not many daies with- 
out giuing battaile to the Parchians, in which getting a 
glozious victozie, he ſent greate treaſure and many Cap- 
tites home to Rome, with greate interceſſion to the'De- 
nate that he might not winter fromhis owne Countrie. 
Che Contuls glad to fauour him with any reaſonable 
grant, ſent Lepidusto take his place, and recalled Lentu⸗ 
lus home tothe Citie: The fame of whole high intender 
his conqueſt inlarged with tnfinite treaſures & 
—— made Rome to ring with ecchoes of his 
matchle lle excellencie: In ſo much that — 
the ltreets to the capitol, there to be inueſted with the ho⸗ 
nos due to his victozies,multituves of Romains were pla 
ceyowScaffouides to take view of fo bzane and hardy a 
and the gozgrous windomes of the City were 
— — Lies tickled with an 
earneſt deſire to ſatiſfie their ſightes with his Perſonage. 
Paſing thus in pumpe, Julius Cæſar then being Dictatoz 
after the ſolemne rites # magnificent triumphes were en- 
ved had him home to — — he keaſted _ may 
ſuch royattie as might beſeeme the greatnes ol t 
and rhe highnes of his owne' thoughts. Thus flewe he 
kame el Lentulus thzough Rome as the wonder of his 
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cenſtant to this warlike Champion ſeeing Cupid wonge 
him without cauſe thought with a ſoueraigne Antidot to 
p2euent the further enſuing pzetudices offancie: foxcing 
therefoze opoztunitie to dance attendance vpon this her 
darling, it fell out that Haminius, the father of Terentia 
ſeing how Lentulus was generally feaſtedof all the Se- 
natoꝛs in Rom, thought amongſt the reſt,to welcom home 
the warrioz with a banket,# therefoze meeting him at on 
Titus Annius Miloes houſe, he ſolemniy inuitedhimhome 
to dinner. Bentulus as fulof curteſie as courage,after great 
thankes, pꝛomiſes to be his gueſt , wherevpan Flaminius 
palling home made pꝛouiſion, Lentulus teaſing to his 
lodging being ſolitat ie, conceiued ſuch inward ioy at this 
ſweet opoꝛtunitie, that leaning vponhis lefthand ſmiling 
to himſelle, he bꝛeathed out theſe woꝛds: viz, Such J lee 
wel as Mars hono2s with fauours Venus wil not croſſe 
with frowns: thoſe that cõquet in wars ſhall not perth in 
lones. Cupm kauours his fathers followers,+ ſuch as F 02+ 

tune ſmiles on in battel,ſhelaughs on in fancies, I coueted 
to beate charge againſt the Parthians , & the Senat elected 
me Loꝛd of their Legions: Delire wicht me to haue a ſight 
of Terentia, and her father intertaines me fox a gueſt . I 

made conqueſt of mine enemies with the mod, and why 

may I not winne loue with my lopaltie:Fearenot Lentu- 

lus, theſe concluded compariſons are p2ovigious,be Augut 

then to thy ſelle, and calculate thy good foꝛtunes by thy 

thoughtes: Loues and warres craues courage, Feare not 
man, foz thy intreaties are as mightie as her denials cen 
be contrary, As thus he was debating within himſelef the 
Clocke tolde him it was time to goe to viſite his Holt , fo 
that he made himſelfe as ſumptuous as might bee, and at 
the parting from his Chamber doze hee ſayd thus: Jf 
Venus (quoth hee: thou fanour mee in mp loues,J will 
become thy vowed ſeruant in my lite: A will ſtrewe th

fo: the martiall gar land weare a wzeath of flowers, Þ 
will haue Doues neftes in my Palaces,#. what belongs 
to thee,ſhall be ſome of my delight, onely grace me with 
the fauour of Terentia. Ending this his vowe hee paſſed 
foxwards with his traine towards the houle of Haminius, 
where being ariued, the graue ſenatoz intertainedhim. 
withſuchmagnificence, as Lentulus perceiued his wel ⸗ 
come by his honours, The board couered i᷑ the tompam 
Feadte to ſit, Lentulus was placed chiete at the table, ha 
all this while hauing not ſight ol Terentia, ſat as a man 
nipped on the heade, alt hough there were at the table to 
grace the ſeaſt many bꝛaue © beautifull Damoſels: Sits 
ting thus in a dumpe, he was cheared vp by al the compa- 
np, but at laſt to ſet him in his iolitie, Terentia was com- 
maunded by hir kather to bʒing him in a cupp of Gꝛeekiſh 
wine, Shee that little cared to be ſeene in open bankets 
as houlving it contrary ta the rites of Veſta, durſt not y et 
but with aldiligfce ſigniſie hir obedience.Therefoze ati⸗ 
red in a rich raabe ot white, ſpotten with ſtars of gold, cẽ⸗ 
pering the poꝛphury of hir face with a vermilion bluſh,lo 
king like Diana when the baſht at Actaons p2eſence, ſhee 
came into the hall, where humbly ſaluting all the com- 
pany, ſhe deliuered the wine tohirfather: Lentulu feing 
Fame had but blemiſhthir fauours in being too partial of 
hir pꝛailes, ſate ſo amaſed at the beauteonsexcellencie of 
Terentia, as did the Centaure enamoured of luno. Mis eye 
made ſuruey ot hir beauties who poſting them ouer to the 
contemplaci6 ofhis thoughts ſo ſet on fire his hart with 
hir pertections, as his ſtomack ſhut vp hir ©ziftce;to giue 
His eies leaue to wonder at the ſerious conceite ot natuxrs 
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in the Senate 
we exteede you 
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non Bellum meaning that neither the highef Race of 
foztune no2 the fatall intent of warre could conquere that 
hart that her beautie hath made ſubiect, Terentia at this 
vbnexpectederclamation abaſhed and the reſt of the com- 
panie maruailed: but Haminius willing to moueſome ta⸗ 
ble talke demaunded of Lentulus what he ment by this ſo- 
daine embleme, Lentulus willing to make flight at the 
foule # pet not to haue a bell at his heele, anſwered thus, 
Whilf I lap in legar intrenching the Parthians moze 
hardie with legions of men then with deepe raiſed conter 
mures,my ſoldiers diſcouered a caffle which once wunne 


+ diſplaced the ſtrength of the countrie, ſeeing the Romans 


had made mee Uicegerent of their fozces although the 
place ſeemed imp2egnablebeeing as well defended by na⸗ 
ture,fituate vpon a mount, as by pꝛoweſſe ſtozed with 
men and munitið pet pꝛiſing hono moe deer then bloud, 
and countries p2ofite beyond the content of life, I bent 
certatne legions againffthe caſtle and following the opt- 
nionof Quncus Fabius Maximus ſought by delap ta d2tine 
them to compoſition. Foz it was ſaid of him,

Seeking lo to get conqueſt by famine which would haue 
been pꝛeiudictalwith the ſwozd, at laſt ſeeing their foꝛces 
ly weakened J gaue aſſalt and entred putting the 

to theſwozd, pet willing to ſaue the Loꝛd ofthe 

calfle foz that his valour diſcouered his thoughts, ſear- 
ching him out J found him in his bed ⸗ chamber his wife 


llatne and the blade pet varniſhed with bloud graſped in 
his fifffaring me in the face with a galkly look,thatſtood 
22 ed at the ſtratageme, he ſpake thus, Ramaine repozt 


(pet rem you excel np tn cite, 
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here weltring in hir gooꝛe is my wike ,and faz the bz0okes 


not ſecond fancies, ſhee craued to end her loue with her 


life: I married her a virgine and honozable, thee dies a 
wife and honeſt, as famous in Parthiafoz her vertues, as 
pour Romaine Dames foz their bzaueries , Mee liued 
without iarres,fo2 that the deſire ofthe one was the con: 
tent of the other, conſtancy baniſhed ielouſie and true loue 
held ſupition at the launces point. Dur koztunes Ro- 
mayne thou haſt pulde downe , with thy pꝛoweſſe, warte 
hath made wꝛacke ol our ſafettes , but foz our loues this 
ſwo2de ſhall linke them together by death, ſo that Non 
ſortuna non bellum. And with that the reſolute ſouldier 
ſtabbed himſelfe, Aſtoned at this peremptozy maſſacre, al- 
though all ſfained with the bloude ofthe Parthuans: pet J 
could not but grieue at the paſſionof che man, and enter 
into conſideration. what that laue ſhould be, that 
in mens minds ſuch reſolute effects: So wel liktag of his 
determinate death, that J vowed in my thought , if euer 
J obteined the fauour ofſome gracious Damoſel to wzite 
bloud with the Parthian, Non fortuna nom bellum. The 
remfb2ance(honozable Senatours of this tragedie made 
mee to ſhewe mp lelfe ſo paſſionate, Lentulus hauing 
ended his diſcourſe, the Senatours generally pꝛayſed the 
teſolution of the Parthian , and the Ladies the conſtan⸗ 
cieofhis wife, all concluding that nos impꝛeſllon coulde 
nat N into the heart as loue . Terentia, 
uertly Lentulus had cloaked his thoughtes , and howe in 
vowing to bee conſtant, he diſcottered his conceite, fo 
that turningher backe ſhee went into her Cloſete, and 
there blamed Venus that had wzapt ſo dzaue. a Cham- 
pion in her ſubtilties: not feeling epther the perſonage 
oz perfections of Lentulusto ſtixte the taped continencie 
ofher minde. Wellthe Senatours not willing to let 
this fall co the grounde, talkiug ill of the Parthian, and 
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there feaſted, Archiasthe Poet a man ot a pleaſant diſpo- 
— tooke the tale by the ende, aud beganne to pꝛoletute 
Graue Senatours I temember J haue heard Horten- 
Gus the greate Oz atoʒ ſay, that in times paſt the Conſuls 
fo recreation would vſe light e honeſt paſtimes eſpecially 
myꝛth at meate, as the fitteſt miniſter fo2 digeſtion, allea- 
ging Scipio andGracchus,who coueted to be as iocund at 
their banquets , as they were ſerious in matters of eſtate. 
Seing then/ reuerent fathers) Lentulus hath entred into 
the diſcoarſe of lone , pzoducing the Parthian, who amon- 
geft his other ſingularities, boaſted that his fancy had ne 
uer beene ſtained with Jealouſie, a plague that is greatly 
now a dates pzedominant in Rome, mightit pleaſe you to 
fanour vs with pour gracious conſent, we would intreate 
Lenculus to diſcourſe to vs his opinion of iealouſle , The 
Senatours graunted, and Terentia , being come to giue 
attendance on hir father, ſmyled. Lentulus caſting his eies 
vpon his loue ſeeing a dimple in hir cheeke which was to 
him Cos amoris made Archias this pꝛeſent anſwer. 
- Had the Thebans appointed Zerus to haue diſcourſed to 
Pulicke, 02 they of Theſſaly, Menalcas to haue deſcribed 
the Court: The pꝛinciples ofthe dne had beene as voide 
of art, as the pzeceps ofthe other karre from honour: The 


vne being an enemie to Pulicke, the other aſwaine any 


a ſhepheard.So/reuerend Senatours and honozable La- 
dies of Rome) Archias, hom ſkilfull ſaeuer in Poetrie, yet 
hath failde in his pollicie, to requeſt him to diſconrſe of 
tealouſie ,that neuer as pet offred incence at the Altars of 
Loue, Mit had beene to make deſeriptton of a battaile,to 
hauediſcourſed the oꝛder ofthe Phalanx, o2 any point of 
Martiall dicipline, then could J as a ſoldier haue dilated 
ſuch pꝛinciples, as warlike Captaines regiffer in the 
field with their ſwoꝛd: Burt ofloue whole amozous Det- 
tie greeth not with Dzumme and Trumpet, oz of iealou⸗ 
e eee me as little to vil⸗ 
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courſe, as the ſhoomaker of Apelles poztrature , But if 
euer Venus ſhal vouch me that fauour to grace me with a 
ſpecial look from my miſtriſſe ercellencie,and that mine 
eie be allowed as Paris was to iudge ot beauties, Archias 
ſhall commaunde me as afriend, inthe meane time, foz 
Poets and Painters ought to haue their conceites fethe⸗ 
red with Mercuries plumes: wil deſire Archias to ſupply 
my ignoꝛance, and to deſcribe the effects of iealoſie The 

Senato2s and the reſt ofthe company, hearing how cun- 

ningly Lentulus retoztev the argument vppon Archias, 

with a reſolute conſent they inioyncd Achias to play the 

Oꝛatoꝛ, who being pleaſantly diſpoſed began thus. 

The wolues in Syria that barke againſt the Poone ſuf: 
ker ſmallreff and greate hunger, Arrowes ſhot againſt the 
ſkarres pierce downeward: and the Syrens that ſought to 
i Vliſſes, periſht themlelues , So gentlemen „J 
fought to make experience of Lenculuseloquence,and foz- 
tune hath allotted me to diſcouer mine owne innozance, 
butleaff J might be counted either too ſtoicall,o2 too too 
ful of ſelfe conceit: fo2 iealouſie, thus.

O as haue ſearched vnto the deepeſt Aphoziſmes of 
Anacreon, oz pꝛied into the pzinciples that Ouid ſette 
down in his volums, find Loue to be ſuch a pure paſſion of 
the minde, as like the Chꝛiſtal it admitteth no bzuſe with 
out a cracke: It groweth from the vnion of two mindes 
conceiuedby the ſpecial liking of ſom excellent good,con- 

inexteriour beautie,oz interiour vertues,02 the cũ 
bining of th? both in one ſoule,@ ſingular perfectis, This 
choice ot extellt᷑tie cofirmed by electiũ onte impzinted in 
the heart is ſo pꝛetious as the of Cleopatra. Che 
fleece ot Colchos, the ſands of Tagus axe traſh, if bzought. 
into compare with this diuine and metaphiſicall paſſion: 
man R 
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he not only bzooketh no cozriual of his thoughts, but ad- 
mitteth no partakerof his fauours, and from this feare 
p2oceedeth that furie which men cal ie lauſie, beeing a ſe⸗ 
cret ſuſpicion that others ſhould enioy that ercellencie 
that he hathchoſen ſole and ſingular to him ſelfe. This no 
ble Romanes is that fiend that Pluto ſent to checke Cupid 
in his deitie, this ſp2inging krom hell bzingeth wozſe toz- 
ments to the minde then the ſtone ol Sy ſiphus, vulture of 
Titus 02 wheele of lx on. This is the cankat that fretteth 
the quiet of the thoughts, the moth that ſecretlie con- 
ſumeth the life of man, and the poiſon ſpecially oppoſed a* 
gainſt the perfectionofloue : after the heart be once in- 
fected with ielouſie,the ſleeps are bꝛoken, the dꝛeams dil 
quiet ſlumbers, the thoughts cares and ſozrowszthe life 
woe, and miſery,that lininghe dies, a dying p2olongs out 
his life in paſſions wozſe then death, None looketh on his 
loue but ſuſpicion ſayes, this is he that couets to be bug 
riuall of my fauours: None knockes at his doe, but ſtar⸗ 
ting vp he thinkes them meſſengers of fancie,nonetatks 
but they whiſper of affect ion, ik ſhe frowne, the hates him 
and loues others, if the ſmile, it is becauſe the hath had ſuc 
ceſſe in hir loues, looke ſhefrowardlp on any man ſhe viſ- 
ſemblcs,1f ſhe fauour him with a gratious eye, then as a 
man ſtraught with frency hee. cryeth out that neither fire 
in the ſtraw no} lone inthe looks can be cancea- 
led, thus doth he liue reſtles #maketh loue that of it ſelfe 
is ſweete, to be in taſt as bitter as gall, 

This diſcouereth renerent Senatozs that loue being 
of it ſelfe a moſt excellent paſſion is only blemilht by this 
foule and diſgraced ſtaine of ielouſie, as hatefuland hurt- 
full tothe minde as a Cockatrite to the eye, ozhUAock to 
the taſt. The pureſt Chziſolite hath his ſtrakes,the flow--- 
ers in Sydon as they are p2ettous in the fight fo they are 
peſtilent in ſauour: Loue as it is diuine withlotaltie , ſo 
it is helliſh with ie louſte, wheretoꝛe by an auncient Po- 
et were witten thele verfen. 
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When Gods had framd the ſweete of womens face, 
and lockt mens lookes withintheir golden haire- 
That Phcebus bluſht to ſee their marchles grace, 
and heanenly gods on earth did make repaire 
To quippe faire Venus ouerwheening pride 
Loues happie thoughts to ielouſie were tide. 


Then grewe a wrinkle on faire Venus browe, 

The amber ſ{:wcere of loue is turnd to gall: 

Gloomie was heauen : bright phoebus did auowe 

He could be coy and would not loue at all, 
Swering no greater miſchieſe could be wrought 
Then loue vniced to aiclous thought. 


Had not luno beene ielous over Tupiter, Io had not bene 
turned into a Heiter: if ſuſpicion had not pzickt Menela- 
us, Helena had not ftoulne away with Paris, Procris had 
beene aliue, had ſhee not ſuſpected Cephalus : Then woz* 
thie Romaines we ſee what a pꝛiudiciall monſter grow- 
eth from the fearefull exceſſe of lone that not only ſhozt* 
neth the life, diſquieteh che minde, but oft is the. cauſe we 
moſt range and vnnatural maſſacres, Jffoztune frowne 
in loue we flie to patience: It there happen tarres, why 
louers bzawles are introductions to delight. It pouertie, 
why they hope vpon time thinking that there is viciſſitu- 
do omnium terum, the loweſt ebbe may haue his flow, and 
ſes, vnkindnes, theſe be but Amantium iræ: And chere. 
foe Amoris redintegratio: but as the pumice ſtone freeth 
the paper from — (UDC fire conſumeth flar: ſo this 
infernalplagueof tealouſie rooteth and raceth all true loue 
from the heart, that peelding my cenſure J conclud with

Archias hauing thus ended his diſcourſe the Senatozs 
greatly pꝛaiſed his deſcriptionofiealouſte, and from that 
fell co other pleaſant talke as occaſion offred. Till dinner 
being ended they aroſe, and after many thankes and cur⸗ 
teſies accozding tothe coſtome pfthe Romaines , Flamunius 
to honoꝛ Lentulus the moze, taking him by the hand car⸗ 
riedhim into a garden where Terentia ſate accompanied 
with other Uirginsof Rome: namely, Flauia , Cornelia, 
and Iul ia, all offucherquiſite features, as they ſeemed to 
be the Paragous of that time. Lentulus, amazevat 
this go2gious light wondzed not only at their beauties, 
but maruelled why Flaminius bzought him ſo friendly in 
to theirp2eſence.At laſt the old man burſt foo2th into theſe 
woꝛdes t Lozde Lentulus:J meaſure the thoughts of pong 

lemen by the pzime of my fozpaſled youth, not being 
— as with Chremes in Terence to pꝛopoztion 
voung affect ions by the cynders ofolde age, but to thinke 
with Menedemus that the ſpring hath ſtumers and bloſ⸗ 
ſoms , whereas winter hath dzted bzaunches. and tanie 
leaues. Tee old men ouer whome Saturnus is p2edomt- 
nant hauing infuſed melancholie in our mindes, couet et- 
thet to fic ſolitarie, oz that our talke be ſerious: you that 


are young 
the time in pleaſaunt diſcourſes, Leaſt therefoze the time 
might be tedious, I haue bꝛought you amongſt thele faire 


whoſe thoughts aime at delights ſeeke to paſſe 
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Pour beartpes, 


doon of warres, Mars no ſoner puts o ff his helmet but he 
ſalutes Venus: and pou come from t onqueff of the Parthi- 
ans, ſee hom pou can enter combate with paſlions:andſo 
Loꝛd Lentulus I leaue pou, 

Leatulus ſeeing himſelte thus inu ironed with theſe mi⸗ 
racles of brauty, caſting his eyes vpon the goddeſſe whoſe 
fauourable aſpect might be the ſumme of his foztunes,ba- 
ſhed at the ſürſt as Paris did in the vale of lda, and ſtond as 
thefoes of Perſeus when he vncaſed the heade of Meduſa, 
and turned them to marble picturs,ſo amazed ſfood Len- 
tulus at the ſight of ſuch diuine excellencp till the Lavyes 
ſeeing this Nouts thus in a quandary beganne to ſmile, 
which reuiuing a kinde of amozous choler in the ſoldiers 
minde,he beganne thus to play the Champion, 

Ladies beleeue me, Loue is of moze fozce then warres, 
and the lookes of women pier te deeper then the roke of 
Launces, there is no Curtelarſo keene, but armoz of 
high pzoofe can withſtande, but beauties arrows are (s 
ſharpe, and the darts that fliefrom womens eyes ſo pier- 
ting as the Coꝛſlet tempered by Vulcan fo Didoes para 
mour houlds not out the violence of their ſkroake. The 
gods tremble when Mars ſhaketh his Launce, but he fea- 
reth when Venus caſteth a frowne. Alexander neuer tooke 
notice ofthe legions ol his enimies, but he ſtood frighted 


at the beauty ofthe Amazon, Thenſweet ſaints of Rome 


maruell not if I were dziuen into a maze at the ſight of 
ſuch beauteous creatures whoſe faces are Venus wea- 
pons, wherewtth ſhee checketh the pzide of auer · daring 
warriours: I cannot/Ladyes )court it as your Romaine 
poungkers that tye their wits to their ficies:no2 fil your 
eares with amoꝛous diſcouſtes — — 
that ſpend their timein ſuch louing 71207 can 
"I fatne conceitey fuppoſes of affection topzoue my ſelle 
loueſicke by Poetry. But as a blunt ſouldyer new come 
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all men with the hazard of my bloud, and in pawne theres 
of generally to pou all, but ſpecially to one / as lonehath 
his vnitie) I deſire to be intertained as a dutiful ſexuant 
to the Lady Terentia. Lentulus hauing thus boldly boar« 
ded theſe louely Uirgins , the Ladies ſeeing with what 
affection he offred his ſeruice to Terentia, began to byte 
the lippe, and ſhe to bluſh who ſeing her ſelle toucht to the 
quicke made him this anſwere, 

I know not Loꝛd Lentulus how to anſwere ofloue , be- 
cauſe as yet I neuer knew loue: igno2ant of his foʒces be- 
cauſe neuer acquainted with his foztunes, Veſta fo zbids 
vs Uirgins to name Venus, as they of Epheſus hatefull 
Eroſtratus. Dina deales not in Paphos, no? ſuffers thee a- 
ny ok her maidens to hunt on Erecynus, leaſt meeting with 
Venus mecockes they kippe with Caliſto, and ſo ſecke af- 
ter loſſe, The leſle you are pʒiuate to loues paſſions, the 
moꝛe welcome to our pꝛeſence: fo2 rather had we fill our 
eares with warres foꝛtunes, then with loues follies: and 
Cweeter are the teares that growe from a conſtant ſfrata- 
geme, then aſmile from a comike tale offancie, Fo2 your 
ſeruice Loꝛd Lentulus, finding my ſelfe vnwoꝛthy, I crane 
pardon: Noz can wee by Veſtaes t harter admit ſuch ſer- 
uantes, But if it pleaſe you to bee accepted as a wozthie 
Romaine and my fathers friende,looke fo2 ſuch fauour as 
mine honour and virginitie can affo2d. 

Lentulus hearing the plauſible anſwere of Terentia, al- 
though her firlk inſinuat ion ſeemed to anſwere foꝛ his pur 
pole,as p2eferring the lawnes of Di ana, and fiers of Veſta 
betoꝛe loues holy temples, vet ſhe concluded ſo ſweetly as 
might ſtande with the modeſtie of her honour:he therfoze 
made thus his reply. 4 

In that Padame we are both nouices in loue, the ſim⸗ 
pler are out thoughts, and the neerer ſhould be the ſimpa⸗ 
thy ofour affections, Doues match when they are young: 
Spyenusare grafted when they are ſpꝛigs, the one parte 
not but by death,noz are the other ſeuered but they periſh.

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Souldiers are like virgins, the one ſfrining to line vertu⸗ 
ous, the other to die valiant: both enemies to loue , while 
they waite on thoſe which bꝛooke not loue, J meane warre 
and Veſta: But both muſt cue as hauing heartes and 
thoughts, eyes toſee beautie, and eares to iudge of vertue, 
I madame while J thought none greaterthen Mars, was 
vowed to Mars, but ſeeing womens wits are wozſe then 
weapons, and that their lookes pierce deeper then lances, 
J hane reſigned ouer my foꝛtunes at the ſhzine of warre, 
and meane to make p2oofe of the ſweetneſle of loue : Glad 
that in my firſt entrance J haue the patronage of pour 
gratious fauour, armed with the which Mars well may 
frowne, but not conquer, But lir,quoth Terentia, I grans 
ted mpfauour to Leatulus the ſouldier,not to Lentulus the 
louer, And ſo madame quoth hee J accept of it,fo2 I am 
a ſouldier to doe you honour, a louer diſpight of my lelfe, 
Flauia, hearing Lentulus, began to reaſon pꝛetily to the 
purpoſe, beeing a Lady of paſſing merie diſpoſition, whoſe 
witte was as kull of wiles as her face ot fauour, ſecond in 


the excellencie of beautie to the Lady Terentia, thought to 


ſift her ſouldier in this manner, 

J ſee well Loꝛd Lentulus, that as women haue their fa- 
uours, ſo men haue their ſayings: the one pꝛadigal in gra 
ces, the other politike in deceita, being as cunning to dif: 
ſemble loue, as we charie to diſcharge loue. e Romaine 
Ladies thought to haue founde you a flat ſouldier as ig⸗ 
no2ant in loues as we ot fancies: but howe cloſely ſoeuer 
you couer the flame, the fire will be knowne by the ſmoke, 
Fo2 your talke ſo ſauours of loues p2inciples,as we iudge 
you are as cunning in faining a paſſion as in figuring a 
battell,and can as ſoone deceive a woman with a pen, ag 
ſlaughter an enemy with alaunce. This will make vs 
to take you foꝛ a day friend, and what we like in you pꝛe⸗ 
ſent to diſallowe to mozrowe, ſwearing if vou bzing az 
mongſt vs Venus roſes, we will beate pou with Veſtas 
nettles: and therefoze if you will be admitted as our ſaul⸗ 
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dier, wee either foꝛbidde you the name of loue, oz elſe you 
ſhall be out of our fauours. Cornelia willing to bꝛeake a 
ieſt with the Champion thwarted Flauia thus . And what 
ol that madame, hath not warre taught him patience:hee 
hath paſt harper bzunts then womẽs frownes.But how 
pour leuel is without aime : Tf madame Terentia ſmyle 
his penie is good ſiluer, tis hit fauour that is the loadſtar 
ofhis foxtunes, and hom can we enter into her thoughtes 
but by contectures:ſhetull of beauty, and he a pꝛoper pong 
gentleman At this frumpe the Lavies ſmiled and Teren- 
tia bluſht foꝛ anger. But Lentulus ſeeing ſuch a bꝛoad ieſt, 
pind onthe ſhoulder willinge to make anſwere fo2 his 
Miſtreſſe, although he was ſoze put to his trumps as half 
ſet at a Non plus, pet he followed his foꝛtunes thus, 
Indeede Ladiesthinke J haue patience to beare wo- 
mens frumpes that hath incountred an enemies blow, but 
il I could as wel auſwere the one, as quit the other, you 
Gould neither cary it to hel, noꝛ toheauen.But to reuenge 
my ſelfe as well as I can, thus Firſt madame to cleare 
my cunning in loue, J refer my lelte to the virdit of your 
owne conſcience:who were you but as fauourable as you 
are fromiſh, would ſoone cenſure by my talk how deepe J 
amreade in loues pꝛinciples. But women ſpeake by con- 
traries, crying like the lapwingfartheſtfrom their neſts, 
and ſo I take it being cheke fo2 ouermuch loue, when vou 
ſee J am a notice in loue, Oꝛ perhaps madame Flauia you 
would haue me loue, it it be ſo I wil become mote ſtudius 
to ſatiſfie your wiſh but you calling me a day kriende 
that peremptozte puniſhment were paſſing charpe fo2 
one fault to ſhake mcout of ſeruice, were it not that 
fo2 ſo deepe a wound the Ladie Cornelia bzingeth in a leni 
tiue plaiſture alleadging my ſecuritie it᷑ I bee armed with 
Terentias fautour. Blame me not \weete goddeſſes if J 
aime at the faireſt, ſouldiers haue eies that can iudge of 
be autie, though they haue not weapons to winne beautie 
gt eares to — "Jax they want tongues 
2 to 
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to diſcouer paſſions. The harmonie ok loue, I haue heard 
them ſap, conſiſtes in vnities, and not hing moze pꝛeiudi⸗ 
ciall to fancie then pluralitie either of thoughts oꝛ of per- 
fons, Among many then am J charged but to like of one 
Miſtreſſe: It᷑ I make choyce of Terencia,and ſhee vouch to 
grace me with hirfauour, Cornelia concludes truly, that 
armed with the imagination ok her beautie, J thinke my 
ſelfe able to bꝛook your frumps,and to wit hſtand the har⸗ 
dy reſolution ok Mars. 

J maruaile then quoth Flauia halfe in choller ( if wo⸗ 
mens beautie be like Delphicus gladius,ofhigh poofe to 
defende, and ol ſharpe edge to offende / why the Senatours 
chooſe not out legions oł Ladies, that with litle coſt and 
greate aſſurance, they may make conqueſt ot the woꝛlde: 
but perhaps all ſouldiers be not of your temper, foz they 
vſe their weapons and you your lookes. 

No madame quoth Lentulus that is not the cauſe,fo2 were 

it not that euery woman would be aCaptaine ,and ſtriue 
for ſupꝛemacie, they had reſolued vpon this long ago, but 
fearing a mutiny amongſt themſelues foz ſuperiozicy,ſith 
euery one at home will be counted moſt wiſe, moſt beau- 
tifull, though their wits be meane, and fauours leſſe, the 
Senate are glad to fozſee ſuch an inconuentence , The 
Ladies hearing howe cunningly Lentulus had gald ma 
dame Flauia on her right ſide began all co ſarile, and hee 
after a bluſh fo2 very anger began to laugh, Lentulus glad 
that he had giuen hir aſop ofthe ſame ſauce , and paid hir 
hir debt in hir owne coine:Calling to his boy to fetch him 
a Lute, willing to ſhew his miſtriſſe he was not igno- 
rant in muſicke, ſaide he would pꝛoue the foxce of beauty 
by aſonet which he heard was made by Ocpheus when 
he tell firffinco lone with Euridice: tuneing therefore his 
Lute to his voice he ſung this dittie. 


Mars in a fury gainſt loues — — Queene 
Put on his helme and tooke him to his launce: 
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OnErecynus mount was Mauors ſeene, 
there his enſignes did the god aduance. 
And by heauens greateſt gates he ftowtly ſwore, 
Venus ſhould die for ſhe had wrongd him fore, 


Cupid heardthis and he began to cry, 
And wiſht his mothersabſence for a while: 
Peace foole quoth Venus, is it I mult die ? 
Muſt it be Mars? with that ſhe coind a ſinile: 
She trimd hir treſſes and did curle hir aire, 
And made hit face with beautie paſſing faire. 


A fan of filuer ſeathers in hir hand, 
And in a coach of Ebony ſhe went: 
She paſt the place where furious Mars did ſtand. 
And out hir lookes a louely ſmile ſhe ſent. 
Then from hir browes lept out ſo ſharpe afrowne, 
That Mars for fearethrewe all his armour downe. 


He vowd repentance for his raſh miſdeede, 
Blaming his choller that had cauſd his woe: 
Venus grew gratious,and with him agred, 
But chargd him not to threaten beautie ſo, 
For womenslookes are ſuch inchaunting charmes, 
As can ſubdue the greateſt god in armes. 


Lentulus hauing ſung this dittie, Terentia willing a 
little to hew hir wit began thus. J remember Loꝛd Len- 
tulus, I haue heard my father ſap that ſouldiers were 
woont to carrie fauours intheir helmes, not fancies in 
their heart:and made cholte of their miſtriſſe to incour 
their thoughts, not to inchaunt their affections, Vit 
I ſee the auncient honour ofthe Romanes is ſlipt from 
pꝛoweſſe to paſſions , and the men couet to be counted ra 
ther amoꝛous wooers, then hardy warriours:gaſing Mars 
in the face with bꝛight 1 4 5 butoffring Oziſous to 
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Venus in ſecret conceites, This did not Quintus Lucius 
Cyncinnatus , who ſet it downe as Crimen Capitale to 
ſpeake ofloue inthe Armie , Noz Scipio Affricanus the 
create who made lawes that noe women ſhoulde bee 
bꝛought pꝛiſoners within the Campe, leaſt loue entring 
pele mele with war might hazard the hautineſſe of their 
hono2s: And yet madame quoth Lentulus Cyncinnatus 
had a wife, and Scipio was married. But quoth thee it 
was in their age rather choſen fo2 ſut cours then amozoug 
paſſions: their youth was wholy ſpent in warres as ene- 
mics to loues, counting fancie as a diſhonour to their 
martiall dignities: rightly in deede with adeepe inſight 
entring intothe enoꝛmities that grow from following too 
pꝛetiſely the court of Venus, Fo2 beleeue we gentleman 
Poets and Painters erre much that aſcribe a deity to Cu- 
pid, and were wozthy tobeare ſomegreeuouspuniſhment 
koꝛ ſuch a newe inuented hereſie, which J will appꝛoue 
with a Sonet that oneof Dianacsnymphes made when la; 
picer had faultcd with Calipſo, And ſo Terentia taking the 
Lute in her hand began to warble out this rundelap, 


Fond faining poetsmakesof loue a god, 
And leaue the Lawrell forthe myrtle boughes: 
When'Cupid is a child not paſt the rod, 
And faire DianaDaphnis moſt allowes. 
Ie weare the baies and call the wag a boy, 
And thinke of Joue but as a fooliſh toy. 


Some giue him bowe and quiuer at his backe, 
Some make him blinde to aime without aduiſe: 
When naked wretch ſuch feathered bolts he lacke, 
And ſight he hath but cannot wrong the wiſe» 

For vic but labours weapon for defence, 

Andi Cupid like a Coward fliech thence, 


He is Godin Court but cotrage cals him childe, 
And Veſtas virgins with their holy fires:

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Doe cleanſe the thoughtes that fancic hath de fil d. 
And burnes the pallace oſ his fonde deſires. 
With chaſt diſdain they ſcorne the fooliſh god; 
And proouc him but a boy not paſtthe — 


Terentia hauing ended her rundelay , as Lentulus was 
redie to reply, Flamimius came into the Garden with the 
reſkof the ſenatoꝛs, whoſe graue pꝛeſence bꝛake oftheir a⸗ 
mozous pꝛatt le, ſo that he leauing the Ladies taking his 
leaue friendly ot them all, but ſpecially with a pitifull 
glancing looke of Terencia as crauing ſome fauour foz his 
farewell, he went to the Senatoꝛs amongſt whom he diſ⸗ 
courſed long ofthe manner and cuſtome of the Partluans, ot 
their reſolution in warres , and of ſuchſerious matters 
concerning martial diſcipline. Paſſing thus away part of 
the after noone, the company at laſt taking their leaues 
yeelding greate thankes to Flaminius fox their good cheere 
they parted to their ſeuerall manſions, Lentulus flipping 
from therelkof the company and with a gratiaus courage 
tooke his adue of Tcrenria #theother of the Ladies, vow: 
ing to be theirs euer in any due honozable ſeruice and ſo 
Kaping Terentia by thehande he went home with Titus 
Annius Milo : where he founde Marcus Tullius Cicero, 
then a youth in Rome about the age of twentic yeres and 
very pꝛuuate # familiar with Milo. The fame ofthis Tul 
lies ſurpaſſing eloquence was ſob2uted abzoade in Rome, 
as they counted him the mp2ro2 ok that time # as in Greece 
they wondꝛed at Demoſthenes foz his 02ations, and the 
popular people fedde their eies with his ſight, ſo as Tully 
palt thzouxh the ltreets they cryed out, Hic eſt ille Cice- 
roꝛſaying that as Ocph.cus with his mulicke made the 
(ones and trees plyant to his melodie: ſo Tullie tyedthe 
peoples ear es to his tong by his e loquece: And that Plato 
who fo2 his philoſophic all ſentences was called dawne, in 
whole lippes bees reſted as pꝛeſaging his futute E xcellen· 
cie was inferiour to Tullic in his mulicall concoz3 - ds 

| phꝛa 
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phꝛaſe. Lentulus noting his perfections although his Pa- 
rentage was baſe, yet thinking his eloquence might bee 
p2ofitable to his loues , grewe to be very familier with 
Tully, inſomuch that of vnacquainted citizens they grewe 
to be deare and pꝛiuate friendes,that their thoughts were 
vnited with a ſure league of amitie, and their hearts were 
receptacles fo2 their mutuall paſſions , ſo that their moſt 
ſecrete affaires were frankely participated without any 
doubting ſuſpicion - But leauing their familiaritie, con⸗ 
uerſing in Milos houſe: Let vs gentlemen ſce how Teren- 
tia bzookt his departure.
